All India Services (Leave) Rules, 1955, the Central Govern- 
ment, in consultation with the State Governments concerned, 
hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the 
All India Services (Stuy Leave) Regulations, I960, namely: — 

1. (1) These lcgulutions may be called the All India 
Services (Study Leave), Amendment Regulations, 1975, 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
with effect from 1st November, 1973. 

2. In regulation 7 of the All India Services (Study- 
Leave) Regulations, 1960 (hercinalter referred to as the said 
regulations) : — 

(a) For sub-i egulation (i) the following sub-regulation 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

•‘(1) A Study allowance shall be granted to a member of 
service who has been granted study leave out of 
India, for the period spent in prosecuting a definite 
course of study at a recognised institution or in any 
definite tour of inspection of any special class of 
work, as well as for the period covered by any 
examination at the end of the course of study.” ; 

(b) in the table in clause (a) of sub-regulation (2), the 
entry “India" and the entries relating thereto shall be omit- 
ted. 

(c) in the proviso to sub- regulation (6), the words 
"India or” shall De omitted, and 

(d) in sub-regulation (7), file words "in India or” shall 
be omitted. 

3. For regulation 10 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing regulation shall be substituted namely : 

“10. Leave salary during study leave (1) During study 
leave availed outside India, a member of the Ser- 
vice shall darw leave salary equal to the amount 
admissible during hall’ pay leave under rule 20 of 
the All India Services (Ixiavc) Rules, 1955 in addi- 
tion to the study allowance admissible under regu- 
lation 7. 

(2) (a) Dining study leave availed in India, a member 
of the Service shall draw leave salary equal to the 
pay (without allowances) that the member of the 
service diaw while on duty immediately before pro- 
ceeding on such leave. 

(b) Payment of leave salary at full rate under clause 

(a) shall be subject to furnishing of a certificate 
by the member of the service to the effect that he 
is not in receipt of any scholarship or stipend 
or rcmunciation in respect of any part-time emp- 
loyment. 

(c) The amount, if any received by a member of the 
service during the period of study leave as scholar-

4. Disqualification : — No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule 

5. Power to relax . — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, for reasons- 
to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving . — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G. S- R- 2706, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Technical Assistant (Graphs) in the National Comission

1. Short title and commencment : — (1) These rules may be called the National Commission on Agriculture (Senior Technical Assis- 
tant (Graphs) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, its classification and scale of pay: — The number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specined in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc: — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said pos., shall be as specified in coloumns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications:— No person, — 

(t ) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment 

to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

3, Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may be order, for rea- 
sons to bo recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving:- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accoidance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.K. 2703.-11 uxjrcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hetoby makes 
the following rules icgulating the method of recruitment to Class 111 and Class IV posts in the Transport Branch of the Delhi Milk Scheme 
under tho Department of Agriculture, Ministry of Agricultuie and Irrigation, namely : — 

1 . Short titlo and commencement : — 

(1) Those rules may be called tho Delhi Milk Scheme, Transport Branch (Class III and Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1975. 

(2) They shall come into force dn the dale of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application : — 

These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to those tulcs. 

3. Number of posts, classification, scales of pay 

Tho nu nbor of tho said posts, their classification and tho scales of pay attached theieto, shall bo as specified in columns 3 to 5 
of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitmont, age limit, qualifications, etc. 

The method of reciuitment, ago limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 
6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification No person ; 

(a) who has enteied into or contracled a marriage with a perosn having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has ordered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts ; 

Provjded that tho Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under tho personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the tnaniage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this lulo. 

6. Power to relax ; — 

Where the Contral Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient $0 to do, it may, by order, for reasons to bo re- 
corded in wriling, relax any of the provisions of these rules with rospect to any class or category of persons px posts. 

7. Savings : — 

Nothing in theso rules shall affect reservations and othei concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Gibes and othor special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

NATIONAL COMMISSION ON AGRICULTURE 
New Delhi, the 17th October, 1975 

G.S.R-2709.— In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso lo Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby mikes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Specialist (Water Utilisation) in the National Commission on Agri- 
culture, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the National Commission on Agriculture Specialist 
(Water Utilisation) Recruitment Rules, 1975, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, its classification and scale of pay:— The number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall bo as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these tules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc: — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications:— No person. — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, hiving a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a mirriage with any person, 
shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post ; 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied chat such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
parson and the other party to the mirriage anti there are other grounds tor so doing, exempt any persoa from the operation of this 

rule. 


5. Power to relax:— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to ba recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions, of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving; —Nothing in these rule? shill affect rosowntion md other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheiulel Tribe? and other spacial categories of person? in accordance with Hie orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G S R, 2715. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession of the noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabilitation) No. 
G.S.R. 1893, dated the 10th September 1968 the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post 
of Chief Commandant in the Mana Group of Transit Centres, Mana, Raipur under the Department of Rehabilitation in the Ministry 
of Supply and Rehabilitation namely: 
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1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the Department of Rehabilitation (Chief Commandant, Mana, 
Raipur) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and scale of pay:— The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications : The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications : — No persons— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any persons, 
shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the'marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any perons from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax: — 'Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — ‘Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled tribes and other Special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from timo to time in this regard.

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such mairiage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there aro other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
time in this regard.
